(End of Year Reminder). 


Bill Moore, NC1L, ARRL MCC Manager, reports: "This is a reminder that the end of the MCC 
calendar year is rapidly approaching. In order to appear in the printed Annual and Honour 
Roll’ listings your submission must be postmarked on or by Wednesday, 31 December 2008. The 
DXCC Annual List is scheduled for publication in the 2008 DXCC Yearbook. In order for your 
call sign to appear, your total for an active award must increase by, at least, one credit. You do 
not have to reach the next endorsement level. An asterisk (*) indicates active awards. Award 
categories with 100 or more that do not have anasterisk will not appear. If you made a submis- 
sion in 2008 and would like to have an award appear in the list that is not yet activated, you can 
contact DXCC to activate the award and receive the certificate. The fee to activate an award, 
including postage is $13.75 (USA) and $16.50 (non-USA). You will not be charged a submis- 


sion fee for this action. 
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The DXCC Honour Roll list is scheduled for publication in the August 2009 QST. For the 2008 
calendar year, the minimum requirement to appear in the Honour Roll list is 329 current entities. 
The Top of the Honour Roll total is 338 for this period. Remember, deleted entities do not 
count towards the Honour Roll.

SARL Field Day Contest 


The aim of the contest is to involve Southern African stations in a competitive and sociable 
event held under simulated emergency conditions. The contest is open to all licensed radio ama- 
te urs in Southern Africa (General Rules para 1.6). 

The contest will take place on the second full weekend of February and the third full 
weekend November, between 10:00 UTC Saturday and 10:00 UTC Sunday [12:00 to 12:00 CAT]. 
[9 and 10 February 2008 and 15 and 16 November 2008] 

Frequencies and Modes. 160, 80, 40, 20, 15 and 10 metres. Modes permissible are SSB 

and CW. A station may be worked once on CW and once on phone per band. Cross-band or 
cross-mode operation is not permitted. 
Categories. a) Single Operator All Band — QRP, low power or high power; b) Single Operator 
Single Band - Q RP, low power or high power; c) Multi-Operator All Band - QRP, low power or high 
power; d) Multi-Operator Single Band — QRP, low power or high power; e) General All Band — 
QRP, low power or high power (single or multi-operator station that do not conform to field- 
station requirements); f) General Single Band — QRP, low power or high power (single or multi- 
operator station that do not conform to field-station requirements); g. Short Wave Listener 
(S WL) 

Call signs. Only one callsign per station is permitted. In the case of multi-operator sta- 
tions using more than one transmitter, all operators shall use the same callsign. 

Antennas. Only wire and single-element vertical antennas are permitted. The use of man-made 
supporting structures permanently existing on the site is prohibited. 

Radio Equipment and Power Limits. There is no limitation to the number of transmitters 
or receivers that may be employed, but stations may not radiate more than two signals at any 
time and these must be on different bands. QRP = power 5 watt or less; Low power = 6 to 50 
watts; High power =51 to 100 watts. The maximum output power permissible shall be 100 W 
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Establishment of Stations. No radio equipment may be located in permanent buildings 
existing on the site. Equipment for Portable Stations may only be set up in the 24 hours prior 
to the starting time of the contest. This restriction applies to antennas, masts, towers and 
transmitting equipment, but excludes accommodation such as a caravan, tent, etc. Once a Field 
Station has been established at a site, it may not move to an alternative site after the contest 
starts. Field stations shall comply with the restrictions on power sources specified in the defi- 
nition for Portable / Field S tat ions inthe General Contest Rules. 

Exchange. Exchange report RS(T) and entrance category. Phone - RS and S or M or G; CW — 
RST and S or Mor G. S =Single Operator; M = Multi-operator; G = General station. 

Scoring. The final score is the sum of the separate scores on each band, multiplied by the 
power multiplier. Field Stations multiply the final score by 2. The score for each band is the 
cumulative sum of contact points, multiplied by the number of areas worked on that band, multi- 
plied by the band multiplier. 


Contact points are determined as follows: 


QSO with a General station in own area: 1 point. 

QSO with a General station in another area: 2 points. 
QSO with a Field Day S tation in own area: 3 points. 
QSO with a Field Day S tation in another area: 4 points. 


A maximum of eight areas can be contacted: 
Area 1: ZS 1; Area 2: Z$ 2; Area 3: Z5 3 Area 4: ZS4; Area 5: ZS 5; Area 6: ZS6; Area 7: 3DA, 
7P, 7Q, 99, C9, A2, D2, V5, Z2, ZO, BDI, ZS7, ZS 8, FR, 3B, 5R, FH and D6; Area 8: Stations 
in the rest of the world. 

The band multiplier is 1.5 for 10, 15 and 20 m, 2 for 40 m, 3 for 80 m and 4 for 160 m. 

Power multipliers: The power multiplier that applies is determined by the highest power 
output of any of the transmitters used during the Field Day operation. If all contacts are made 
using a power of 5 watts or less the power multiplier is 6. If allcontacts are made using an out- 
put power of 6 to 50 Watts, the power multiplier is 4. If any contacts are made using an output 
of 51 watts or greater, the power multiplier is 2. Only one power multiplier may be applied to 
the score of any entry.
